And why cannot anybody be anti-Semitic, if he wants to, just as others 
a,te anti 'German or anti- Arab, which by the v;ay, never arouses the anger of t e 
antidiscrimination and brotherhoodsocieties. \^hen sometime ago, Arabdignitaries 
■^sited Hew ^ork, Jews picketed their Hotel, carrying anti' Arabslogans. Cert amly 
the PIB.l' didn't appear then. Hew York politicans, crav;ling for the Jewisn^i^re, 
insulted those Visitors, who, after all, were invited by the American Gov^nment. 

By now, at ^least some Americans should understand, why anti Amer:yc^ iee-^ 
ling is grov/ing in the^j^ddle East and not only i^re*

Another crank bomb threat evacuated the Fox Theater Sunday 
afternoon.

The telephone call upset the 
theater’s schedule, disrupting the 
last reel of “Houseboat.” 

A squad of policemen led by 
Sgt. 0. W. Jordan searched but 
did -not find any explosives. 

The Sunday threat followed 
bomb calls Saturday to the Fox, 
Paramount and Rialto theaters. 
Police tied the incidents in with 
a series of hoax threats that have 
been telephoned to public places 
in the metropolitan area, since 
dynamite blasted the Jewish Tem- 
ple here Oct. 12.

Meanwhile, members of the 
Georgia Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce adopted a resolution here 
Sunday at the close of a three- 
day meeting condemning the 
bombing of the Temple as an “un- 
American aci.” The Jaycees also 
pledged cooperation toward im- 
proving the state's juvenile court 
system.
